Writine in°the « Empire Review, Mr. Austen 


Chamberlain describes. methods foNowed by. 
leading statcsmen tn preparation, of speeches, giving 
samples ofthe noten’ used on particufar occasiig, 
by Pitt, Bright, Lord Balfour, Mr. Asquith and 
Mr. Joseph’ Chamberlain. Of the, lattcr'’s manter 
of getting ready for an important speech, his son 
Bays: 


“Given plenty of time — and to get it 
undisturbed he habitually worked far into the 
night — his practice was to make a first 
draft of the speech in writing. This would 
cover four, or, ‘more rarely, six or even eight’ 
sides of neeeeer in a very small hand. From . 
this draft de his speaking notes, and, 
in’so doin. of in’ disearded much of what he 
had originally’ Written and introduced: fresh 
matter. These notes, when finished, he would 
go over at least once, more often two or even 
three times, until, I think, they were clearly 
fixed in his mind. -But-even ro, wher speak- 
ing he used his notes freely and never sought 
to conceal them. 

“Few people.-I think, who saw him just 
before a meeting when the work of preparation 
was done and ‘he had.resolutely banished all 
thoughts of speech and notes from his minu, ‘or 
who Hstened to the delivery of the epcech it- 

‘self, s0 casy, so natural, ‘apparently so spon- 
taneous, withont-a ‘sign of strain: in: voice ‘or 
Manner, could have guessed the immense and 
wearing labor that went to its preparation.’

«The ice crop every winter in Can- 
ada -is an enormous one, and {ff it 
could .be marketed ijn the cities for 
summer use, the revejue would 
amount to many milllons/of dollars. 
The farmers must rely upon the 
ponds, rivers and lakes close by for 
thelr supplies, as it has not been 
found practicable to ship ice by rail. 
In some sections ice is not available, 
as there are few If any bodics of 
water large and pure enough to freeze 


water to sufficient thickness, Farmers 
could make thelr own Ice, weatner 


permitting, by making a few ice i 


moulds close to the well and grac- 
ually freezing them full, or by saak- 
ing a solid block of ice in a metal 
Nned chamber by pumping into it a 
Uttle water every day or so ard 
allowing it to freeze sald. Twanty 
cakes of ice, each 18 inches square 
and‘°12 inches thiek, would make a» 
ton of ice as stored, 


The Artificial Pond. - a 


Still another method for manu- 
facturing ice on the farm is to make 
&n artificial pond where there is an 
abundant supply of water available 
from welt or spring and the pumping 
is done by power or hydraulic ram. 
The area required to produce a ton 
of {ce is not great, depending of 
course on the thickness of the ice. 
If the probable freezing will make 
fee 12 Inches thick but thirty-five 
square feet of pond surface is: re- 
quired for each ton needed. 

The usual method of harvesting 
the supply of ice for the farms is to 
cut {it from some nearby pond, 
stream or lake and haul {t hom d 
store it in the ice house, or some 
form of enclosure where it will cover 
deep with dry sawdust. The source 
of ice should be free froin contam-

Harvesting the Crop. F 


The method consists of the follow- 
{ng ,crations,— 

(1) Cleaning off the snow, if any, 
by means of a sultable form of scrap- 
er, The anow is cither dragged off to 
the short or pulicd_into windrows, 
depending on the size of the area. 

(2) Marking off tho ice into 
equeres or laying off the fleld, This 
operation should be done accurately 
in order to have blocks of equal size 
and cut strayht and even: to make 
handling and packing In the house as 
_ Suceess tn 
this depends largely on getting the 
first Mno straight, and this can be 
done by stretching a line between two 
stakes and placing a straight sedge 
board 12 or 14 feet long along the 
line, and marking the Ice with hand 
tool or hand plough along the edge 
of the board.. The board is moved 
along as the marking is done, plece 
by piece. 
tion is completed it is necessary to 
establish a line across the area which 

Is at right angles to the first direc- 
tion. Probably the best way to start 
this is by using a carpenter's large 
aquare tgade of pieces of stralght- 
edge boatds 10 or 12 feet long, and 
tled across the corner to hold them 
fast at angle of 90°. Once the first 
Hne is marked straight and at right 
angles to the first line the rest can 
easily be marked off properly. 
Cutting the Ice, 

The ice Is cut both ways by either 
@ horse-drawn ice plough or a cir- 
cular saw driven by a gasoline en- 
sine, the whole mounted on a sled 
Pushed along by nd, The fatter 
method of cutting i very satisfactory 
and {is economical, when cutting Is 
done on a large scale, as Is the case 
with a large ice dealer or group of 
fagmers harvesting their ice co-oper- 
atively, The ice fleld ts usually cut 
fn one directfon with the machine 
‘and to a point two or three inches 
of the full depth. The long strips 
‘ond way are detached from the field 
,by striking into the saw cut with a 
|heary chisel, and then pushed up to 
the loading platform and,there cut 
up into blocks by a hand saw or by 
the chisel in case the feld has been 
cut both ways by the ice plough or 
power saw, When « small quantity 
of ice In harvested the cutting Is done 
_by saws, 

Loading and Packing the Ice, 


There are several devices used for 
loading the ice on the sleigh, wagon 
or motor truck, depending upon the 
amount of ieé being handled The 
mizin object In this case ts to get a 
mnechapical outfit that is cheap, con- 
Yenieut to ‘operate ‘aid which will 
save the handling of the ice by hand. 
A small holst, or a horse-power driv- 
en elevator answers very well. 

It is advisable to store the {ce on 
cold, dry days as it willbe better for 
handling and will keep better after 
storage. The cakes should all be-the 
same size, and be evenly cut, Jn order 


, that they may be packed together 
| with as little alr apace as possible. 


Any spaces should be filled with small 
pieces of.ice. The more compact the 
miass of ice:the better it will keep. 
Below the ice there should be a foot 
of dry sawdust or shavings, and as 
tho Gilling proceeds the same material 
should be packed between the Ice and 
the walls." Do not put sawdust about 
individual cakes of ice. Pack the ice 
with a little dip toward the centre, 
jo that it cannot press outwards 
‘against the walls.’ ha

How Milked Cows Are Affected. 

The mammary glands of milking | 
animals is a common seat of tuber- 
cular lesions. ard areas in the 
glandular substance, painless on pres- 
sure, which may be very small or 
even involve the entire quarter of 
the udder, should be regarded with 
grave suspicioh. These painless no- 
dules or tumors If present can be felt 
by the most inexperienced. In cases 
where the udder Is affected the supra- 
mammary lymph glands also become 
much enlarged and may be easily felt. 
Post Mortem Appearances. 

The effects produced in the body 
tissues are characterized by the form- 
ation of tubercules or nodules, which 
In the advanced condition are of a 
yellowigh color and cheese-like con- 
aistency. Such nodules may be single 
and of small sise, or they may be 
quite large and in messes. e 
common seat of tubercular lesions is 
in the following glands: bronchial 
and mediastinal lymph glands, the 
cervical, pre-scapular, pre-pectoral, 
portal, inguinal, sub-lumbar, popil- 
teal and mesenteric glands. The 
lungs and the pleura are also com- 
mon locations for the lesions of tuber- 
culosis; in which they (the lesfons) 
appear as hard lumps, easy to sce 
and éasy to feel. These when cut 
into are found to be' cheeselike, and 
contain a thick yellowish pus. 

The “Pearl Disease” Condition. 

When the pleura (covering of the. 
lungs and ling. membrane of the 
chest or thorasic cavity) is affected 
it presents over its surface clusters 
of small round nodules, pale creamy 
red in color and resembling grape- 
like masses, commonly spoken of as 
“pearl disease” condition. When the 
organism successfully invades» the 
liver caseous masses and tubercular 
abscesses are formed. These when 
cuf open show the churacteristic yel- 
low cheesey ‘pus and gritty foeling on 
Gye passing of the incising knife. 
Where the peritoneum (the Mning 
membrane of the abdominal cavity) 
is attacked the ‘‘pearl diseaso"’_con- 
dition is characteristic. Lesions in 
the udder, lymph glands, ovaries, kid- 
neys and spleen resemble the caseous 
masses and abscess formation com- 
mon in the liver. The oviduct, the 
uterus, the bones and joints may also 
be affected with tubercular lesions. 
In old standing cases the pericardium 
(sac covering tho heart).and the 
heart may be a position of attack by 
this destroying organism, the work of 
which is characterized by its destruc- 
tion of tissue and the formation of 
tubercules—L. Stevenson, Director 
of Extension, O, A. C., Guelph.

But although wool growing as an industry in, 
Canadu does fot come up to what might be expected 
of it, those who are engaged in it are highly and ef- 
fectively organized as regards marketing. In 1914 
those in charge of the Dominion Liye Stock Branch, 
Ottawa, began to urge that sheepmen be more care- 
{ul in putting up their fleeces and that’ they stop 
selling at any old price which might be offered 
locally.” Following their efforts various sheep breed- 
ers and woo! growers’ associations throughout Canada 
began to collect wool from their members, this wool 
being graded in turn by expert graders supplied by 
the Dominion Government and being sold on the 
graded basis. As more and more local associations 
were formed, it was felt that all/should be affiliated 
under one central selling agency with the result that 
in 1918 the Canadian Co-operatrve -Wool 'Growera 
Limited was formed’ with headquarters in Toronto. 
This is a commodity marketing organization hand- 
ling wool only, having about 2,500 shareholders and 
approximately 12,000 shippers of wool throughout the 
Dominion, Individual clips are collected ute various 
points for shipment in car-load lots to the central 
warehouse at Weston, Ont., for grading and sale. 

At the present time this. organization, . which 
operates from coast to coast, is handling from « quar- 
ter to one third of the Canadian clip reaching the 
open market. Its influence is being extended more 
and*more each season as will be noted from the fact 
that in Ontario alone the number of shippers has ins 
creased from 3,200 in 1922, to 4,000 in 1924: Tho * Y¥

Reputable laboratories 
sell these products only to qualified 
veterinarians, because they do not 
consider it: advisable or safe as yet 
to allow an indiscriminate use to be 
made of them, which might be injur- 
fous.

The 
laboratories of the Ontario Veterinary 
College} will be prepared to supply a 
limited amount of abortion vaccine to 
qualified vetcrinary surgeons, provid- 
ing an owner of cattle makes a re- 
quest that he desires to have his ani- 
mals taccinated, and furnishes the 
name and address of the veterinarian 
he desires to employ, and the number 
of animals to be treated. On recelv- 
ing such a request, the vaccine will 
be sent to the ‘veterinary surgeon, 
with dircctlons as to its use, and on 
condition that he will report to the 
College the results obtained. Aa the 
keoping-of careful records and furn- 
dshing the-report to the College will 

; take considerable time of the veterin- 
arian, he will receive the vaccine free 
of’ charge tp compensate him for his 
trouble. Owners and veterinarians 
desiring to avail themselves of ‘this 
arrangement may do so, by writing 
to the Principal; Ontario Veterinary 
College, Guelph.
